The experiments with bullet proof 


coats and material which have been 
conducted here and abroad have called 
attention to the fact that mail protec- 
tion did not entirely pass away •with 
the shelving of the shield and cuirass. 
Many English officers still wear a par- 
tial armor when serving on foreign sta- 
tions. 


The commonest and most usual type 


of these protections consists of flue but 
beautifully tempered single chains, in- 
closed in soft leather, which ran along 
the shoulders, down the outer side of 
the arms, and over certain parts of the 
body. These can either be sewed into a 
particular tunic, or they can bo adjusted 
separately and put on like harness. 
Hundreds upon hundreds of these Bets 
are sold. The most valuable of all 
chains in connection with aocouterments 
are those which guard the head, and in 
easea. vthere the regulation cap or hel- 
met lB^oriW«S5iiB*^*»tedted in this 
way specially made chants are sewed- < 
inside the same and covered by the lin- 
ing.

Only those who have Been iu actual 


conflict know how valuable all the 
chains mentioned are in minimizing the 
effects of sword cuts. As regards pro- 
tection both from sword and bullet the 
general belief nowadays seems to be in 
thoroughly t aimed leather, and great 
quantities are made for officers,, the fa- 
vorite pattern—said to'be the invention 
of the late Sir Richard Burton—being 
that which forms a not too prominent 
ridge down the center of . the chest. 
Many stories are told by officers of bul- 
lets which have been averted in some de- 
gree by these leather tunics, some of 
which are lined with woven steel wire. 
Of course none-of these things are sup- 
posed to be an absolute protection, but 
only a sort of palliative. 


A London gunsmith', who sells a great 


many chain body protectors, which fit 
almost like "an' ordinary vest and are 
yery expensive,,sells a large number of 
them to array me'n, and he not long ago 
sent a gross, as many as he could get 
made injtho-time, to Japan, where they 
were quickly sold. He has made for in- 
dividual officers who have themselves 
drawn the design a variety of different 
patterns of armor. TTiue flexible chains 
and leather h<ive entered into nearly all 
of them. —Bostou Post.

WASHINGTON, December 3.—Presidenl

FBIENDLY WITH FBANOE. 


The cordial relations with France 


have so far been undisturbed, with the 
exception of a full explanation of the 
treatment of J. L. Waller, formerly U. S 
Consul at Madagascar,which remains to 
be explained. Mr. Waller remained in 
Madagascar after his term of office had 
expired, having procured business con- 
cessions of value, and upon the declar- 
ation of Martial Law by the French he 
was arrested upon various charges 
tried and convicted by a military tri- 
bunal and sentenced to twenty years 
imprisonment. This Government re- 
quested the records of that tribunal, 
he record of court proceedings and 
charges have been procured, but the 
evidence is still missing. Meanwhile it 
appears that Mr. Waller's confinement 
was not onerous. The President recom 
mends the acceptance of the French 
invitation to participate in the Paris 
Exposition of 1900. He especially com- 
ments upon the recent resolution of 
;he French Chambers favoring a per 
manent treaty of arbitration between 
the two countries. 


TRADE WITH GERMANY. 


The close jivalry of competing in- 


dustries, the influence of the delusive 
doctrine that the internal development 
of a nation is promoted and its wealth 
ncreased by a policy which in under 
aking to reserve its home market for 
.he exclusive use of its own producers, 
necessarily obstructs thiir sales in 
oreign markets and prevents free ac- 
,ess to the products of the world, is 
he President's summary of tha trade 
onditions with Germany. The exports 
ffectel are largely American cattle 
,ud food products. The President 
nggests retaliatory measures, should 
n examination warrant them, while 
cclarmg that the policy of this conn- 
ry as a producing nation should be 
marked with national good faith and 
eciprocal forbearance. 


THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


Aii appropriation for the survey of 
he Alaskan boundary is recommended, 
is is, also, the sum of $425,000 in full 
ettlement of Britiab sealing claims. A 
ommission to settle the boundary lines 
with Canada is urged 


THE MONROE DOCTSINE. 


Ita reference to Venezuela the Presi- 


dent maintains the Monroe doctrine in 
opposing a forcible increase by any 
European power of its territorial power 
on this continent, and suggests that 
Great Britain submit its claims to ar- 
bitration. 


The President touches briefly on the 


Hcuvaiiau question, ondmg by saying 
Mr. Thuraton, the Hawaiian Minister, 
furnished abundant reasons for asking 
that he be recalled. 


THE ALIEN LAWS. 


A change in the alien laws is sug- 


gested which will check the vicious 
system which at present overcomes the 
immigration and contract labor laws. 


NICARAGUA AND SAMOA. 


The President has no suggestions iu 


the Nicaraguan case, but expects a 
peaceful settlement, with such consid- 
eration and indulgence toward Nicara- 
gua us are consistent. The President 
aska legislation to break the treaty or 
agreement by which this country is 
jointly bound with England and Ger- 
many to aesutne management in Samoa. 


CUBA. 


Special attention is called to the sit- 


uation in Cuba, and'the strict neutral- 
ity of this Government la advised, de- 
spite 1iie, sentimental sympathy and 
adventurous support aroused in Amer- 
ica by stories of cruelty, and the nat- 
ural love of liberty. Military arrests 
of American citizens, the rights of the 
American consular officer! to protect 
property, and the alliance incident 
thereto have been recognized and are 
explained. 


TCBKST. 


Occurrences in Turkey, while they 


excite conoern, information regarding 
them is hard to obtain. 
Bui our Con- 


sul at Si vas has been instructed to in- 
vestigate. 


St is not the intention of this Govern- 


ment to get entangled in the Eastern 
question, bnt simply to care for those 
entitled to its protection. Ships have 
bean sent to the point of actual distur- 
bance and on demand of our Minister 
orders have been iesned by the Sultan 
that Turkish soldiers shall guard and 
escort American refugees to the coast. 
It is earnestly hoped that prompt and 
effective action on the part of the 
Great European powers will not be de- 
layed. 


THE CONSULAR SYSTEM. 


Owing to the growth of American 


interests in foreign countries the im- 
provement of the consular service is 
urged. In accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of Hlate it 
has been decided to fill Consular posi- 
tions paying from $1,000 to $2,600 an- 
nually by application or transfer from 
some other position in the Department 
of State. These promotions are to be 
made by examination and include 196 
places. Legislation is needed, for con- 
sular inspection. 


RESIDENCES For MINISTERS ABROAD. 
The Piesident recommends that Am- 


bassadors and Minister at foreign 
courts be provided with official resi- 
dences. He advocates that 
while 


avoiding the glitter and show of foreign 
nations this country should not suffer 
by comparison through the ababbiness 
and parsimony of its diplomatic corps. 


THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


As we turn from a review of our 


foreign relations to the contemplation 
of our national financial situation we 
are immediately aware that we ap- 
proach a subject of domestic concern 
more important than any other that 
can engage our attention and one at 
present at such a perplexing and deli- 
cate predicament as to require prompt 
end wise treatment. We may well en- 
courage the earnest effort in this di- 
rection when we recall that steps 
have already been taken towards im- 
proving oar economic and financial 
situation, and when we appreciate how 
well tbe way has been prepared for 
farther progi ess by an aroused and in- 
telligent popular interest in the sub- 
ject. 


THE CUSTOMS REVENUE SYSTEM. 


By command of the people, acnstoma 


revenue system, designed for the pro- 
tection and benefit of the favored 
classes at the expense of the great maes 
of our co'>ntr?men, and which, while 
inefficient for the purpose of revenue, 
curtailed our trade relations and im- 
peded our entrance to the mirkets of 
the world, has been supei ceded by a 
tariff policy which in principle is bused 
upon a denial of that right. 


A DIG AT SILVER. 


The compulsory purchase and coin- 


age of silver by the Government, un- 
checked and not regulated by business 
conditions, and heedless of our cur- 
rency needs, which for more than fif- 
teen years diluted onr circulating me- 
dium, undermined confidence abroad 
in our financial ability and, at last, cul- 
minated iii distress and panic at hooi», 
has been recently stopped by the re- 
peal of the la~s which forctci tiiis reck- 
less scheme upon the couutry. Tl.e 
things tbns uccomplished, notwith- 
standing their extreme importance and 
beneficent effects', fall far short of cur- 
ing the monetary evils from which we 
snfler as a result of long indulgence in 
ill-Hdvised financial expediencies. 


, 
TBff GOLD BESEBVB. 


After explaining the resumption of 


specie payment and tbe creation of 
the gold reserve fund of $100,000,000, 
he President gives a brief monetary 
history of the United States, quoting 
the fact that in July, 1890, Congress 
provided for the purchase of silver 
mllion, bnt decided that gold and sil- 
er must be kept at a parity. The re- 
deemed Treasury notes, treated as gold 
bligations, in 1893 amounted to $155,- 
XK),000, with $500,000,000 outstanding. 
This served to deplete the gold reserve 
n April, IbOS, to $07,011,330, and the 
'resident ascribes its farther deplg- 
ion to high tariff laws in vogue until 
he passage of the Wilson bill, together 
with the infusion of silver into tbe 
country and the increasing agitation 
'or its free coinage. In consequence of 
hese conditions the reserve had fallen 
m February, 1894, to 166,438,876, a de- 
crease of $31,000,000 in nine months. 
To relieve this state of affairs, $162,000,- 
WO in bonds wore issued in three-per- 
cents at three different periods under 
the Redemption Act of 1876. 


President Cleveland explains the 


necessity for the Morgan syndicate 
contract and declares if at its special 
session in July, Congress bad author- 
zed the issuance of three-per-cent 
bonds, $16,000,000 would have been 
saved. Despite these efforts the gold 
reserve is about in the same condition, 
here being but $79,533,966 on hand at 
present 
Between 1879 and 1890 but 


1^8,000,000 of gold was withdrawn, 
while between 1890 and 1896, the 
amount is $376,000,000. This is attrib- 
uted to the increased purchase of sil- 
ver. Tbe Government has paid in gold 
nine-tenths of tbe notes and owes them 
all It has incurred a bonded indebt- 
edness of $96^00,000 inestablishingthe 


gold reserve and expended $162^16,400 
in an effort to maintain it, betides tbe 
annual interest of 911,000,000. Imme- 
diate legislative relief^ asked. 


RETnEMENT OF OJffiENBAOKS. 


Greenbacks end 'Treasury notes 


should be retired b; exchanging for 
bonds of small denominations. The 
Secretary of the Treasury should be 
empowered to sell the bonds abroad 
for gold in order to cancel these notes. 
Tbe amount of currency thus with- 
drawn would ,pot be over $486,000,000, 
which would toe supplied by gold. 


BKMBDIES SUGGESTED. 


The President suggests as a relief to 


circulation that banks be allowed to 
issue notes to tbe full amount of the 
bonds deposited, and tbe tax on their 
circulation be reduced to one-fourth of 
one per cent. As a further relief it is 
suggested that revenue collections be 
made payable in gold, not to pay out 
United States and Treasury notes on 
demand, and to insist in paying in sil- 
ver notes, tbe President declares, 
would injure the parity between gold 
and silver which the Government is 
bound to maintain, An excess of rev- 
enue receipts would not alter the ques- 
tion of national ,solvency as in the 
struggle to maintain the gold reserve 
the Treasury could not pay debts with 
the money it had1,' but only^wltb gold, 
and that to the foreign" in vest era is the 
only concern. As the withdrawal of 
gold is a direct result of fright there is 
nothing to alleviate the situation so 
much as legislation which will lessen 
the desire for gold. It is not clear 
how an increase iu revenue, unless it 
be in gold, can satisfy those whose 
only desire ia to draw gold from tbe 
Government store. Therefore a rev- 
enue increase is depreciated. 


EVILS OF FREE CODJAGB. 


Speaking of the proposition to re- 


lieve the financial sitntation by the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio,of 1C 
to 1, the President declares no Govern- 
ment, no human contrivance, no act of 
legislation has ever been able to hold 
the two metals together in free coinage 
at a ratio of appreciable difference 
from that which is established in tbe 
markets of the world. A change in 
the standard to silver monometallism 
would bring a collapse to our entire 
credit system. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Resolutions 
and 
11I1U 
Introduced. 


WASHINGTON, December 8.—The Sen- 


ate galleries were again well filled, but 
there was not the struggle for places 
incident to the opening. 
After the 


formal proceedings, Vilas and Allison, 
the committee appointed to wait on the 
President, stepped into the middle 
isle and Vilas said: "The President 
desires us to convey his respectful 
salutation to the House of Congress 
and say that be will immediately com- 
municate his views in writing to Con- 
gress. Then Pruden, the Executive's 
clerk, made a formal transfer of the 
message to the Senate. There was a 


thinning out of the attendance on tbe! 
floor after tbe first half hour of the 
reading, as,tbe Senators had printed 
copies. - At 1:40 the reading of the mes- 
sage was completed, and on motion of 
Gorham it was laid on the table and or- 
dered printed. 


Onllom presented a communication 


from Evanston, 111., asking Govern- 
ment action concerning the deplorable 
condition of affairs in Turkey. Gal- 
lagher offered a similar communica- 
tion from the citizens of New Hamp- 
shire. A resolution from the Idaho 
legislature urging the election of 
United States Senators by popular 
vote, was presented by Dubsls. Lodge' 
was the first to secure recognition for 
the introduction of bills and resolu- 
tions. He sent to the desk a joint res- 
olution forcibly approving tbe prin- 
ciples of tbe Monroe doctrine. 


The Senate in executive session to- 


day confirmed the nominations of 
Richard Olney as Secretary of State 
and Jndson Harmon as Attorney Gen- 
eral, and at 3 o'clock adjourned until 
to-morrow, shutting off debate for sev- 
eral Senators, among

Whan the House met at noon to day 


Rev. H. N. Condon, the new Chaplain, 
a blind Universallet preacher from 
Fort Huron, Michigan, delivered tbe 
invocation.

New York, 
Chairman of the committee appointed 
to wait upon the President, reported 
that Mr. Cleveland sent his respectful 
salutations to Congress and would 
communicate in writing. Immediately 
thereafter Mr. Pruden, tbe President's 
executive clerk, appeared with the mes< 
sage, which the clerk read. The mem- 
bers listened, some intently, but ali re- 
spectfully, to the words of the Chief 
Executive. 


Not daring the entire reading of the 


message was there a single manifesta- 
tion of approval or disapproval, but at 
the conclusion of the reading, which 
occupied an hoar and a half, there was 
a slight scattering of applause. Five 
thousand copies of the message were 
ordered printed. > At 1:50 F. M. the 
House adjourned until Friday.
